covered, the highest salaries were commanded by Instrumentation 
Tech'uwlogy graduates and the lowest by Dental Assistant gracluates;

In order to obtain the information contained in this report, a 
survey was conducted by the Job Placement Office on a continuous 
basis from November, 1986 through February, 1987. First, a 
questionnaire was mailed to the graduates and the return was 
approximately 57%. As a follow-up, a telephone survey was 
conducted which produced G return of an additional 28%. k sample 
of the questionnaire used can be found on p»59. 

The survey results show that 84% of the graduates are employed, 
33% of the graduates are continuing their education and 2% of the 
graduates are unemployed. Some graduates are both employed and 
continuing their education. A further breakdown of these 
statistics can be found within the report.
